After a'careful canvass of the situation 
competent judges say that there is every 
indication-that the river and harbor bill, 
with the Nicaragua Canal amendment, 
will certainly pass the senate.

to be uncertain. 


Washington, Feb. 18—[Special]— 


The senate resumed consideration of the 
postoffice appropriation bill today. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—Advocates of 


the Nicaragua canal in both houses of 
congress purpose to fight to the last 
moment of the session to obtain a bill 
providing for the construction of the 
canal, and if they are not successful 
they, may go so far as to force an extra 
session by deliberately.preventing the 
passage of one or more of the., great 
appropriation bills. 
' 


Mr. Hepburn having . failed in his 


fight to have the canal amendment put 
on the sundry civil bill in the house, 
the matter was taken up in the senate 
Friday, and by a vote: of 7 to 4 the 
senate committee on commerce agreed 
to report the amendment as a part of 
the river and harbor 
appropriation 


bill. It is claimed -that there will be 
as many votes in the senate for the 
amendment as there were for the pas- 
sage of the Morgan'- bill. 


.If this is true, the "house, which is 
prevented by its own rules and the 
attitude of the speaker from consider- 
ing the canal bill" as a separate meas- 
ure, will be forced to consider it'as 
an amendment to. the general appro- 
priation .bill.'1

' Though a member of the senate com- 
mittee said that the canal amendment 
would be passed as a rider to the river 
and harbor bill, many' senators and 
representatives who are interested in 
items in. the river and harbor bill for 
their states and districts are afraid 
that the entire measure may be de- 
feated. They fear the president would 
not call an extra session for either the 
canal or the rivers and harbors; arid 
that.they might; get no river and har- 
' tor. appropriations this year.

death was-recently chronicled. 


M. Faure was born in Paris Jan. 30, 


1841, and was of ;tho plain people. 
His 


father was a journeyman upholsterer, of 
whom little is known. But his . mother 
was a woman of rare judgment and force 
of character, and was in many ways the 
author of her distinguished son's career 
in life. At the age of 20 young Faure 
was apprenticed to a tanner in Ambroise 
and learned the trade;. .Later he startec' 
in a small way in .the hide and woo! 
business. He made a success of this 
venture, but in 1870, when he had be- 
come Bubmayor of Havre, the Franco 
Prussian war broke out, and abandon- 
ing his bright 'business and political 
prospects, he threw himself into the con- 
test with as much ardor as if he had 
been.a professional soldier winning dis- 
tinction for bravery. In 1881 he was 
elected to parliament, and in the same 
year became a ;member of the Garobetta 
cabinet. Since then he had steadily ad- 
vanced until he became president. 


Nature endowed Faiire with a "strong 


will, and excellent talents, but his own 
industry was more largely-.responsible 
for his advancement than: any other 
:agency.

lent blow at the city of Chicago. The 
complainants asked $150 damages for 
property burned in a car at the stock 
yards-during the railroad riots. Judg- 
ment was obtained against the city in 
the Circuit court and the city 
ap- 


pealed; 


The legal question involved in the 


Manhattan Cement company case was 
the constitutionality of the law which 
provides that cities and counties are 
liable for three-fourths of the value of 
property destroyed as the direct result 
of riots. 


By the ruling of the Supreme court 


the Manhattan company will recover 
three-fourths of the value of its ce- 
ment destroyed by lire during the riot. 
The decision, in effect, establishes the 
constitutionality of the statute under 
which the claim against the city was 
brought.
